HISTORY OF CAST STEEL. 
Mew the Secret of lia Manufactare Was 
Revealed to the Werla, 

The history of cast steel presents a 
curious instance of a manufacturing 
secret stealthily obtained under the 
cloak of an appeal to philanthropy. The 
main distinction between iron and steel, 
as most people know, is that the latter 
contains carbon, The one is converted 
into the other by being heated for a 
considerable time in contact with pow 
dered charcoal in an iron box. Now 
steel thus made is unequal.. The mid- 
dle of a bar is more carbonized than 
the ends, and the surface more than 


the center. It is, therefore, unreliable, posi 


Nevertheless, before the invention of 
cast steel there was nothing better. In 
1780 there lived at Atterelifte, near 
Sheffield, a watchmaker named Hunts- 
man. He became dissatisfied with the 
watch springs in use, and set himself 
to task of making them hom 

II.“ thought be, “I can melt a 
piece of steel and cast it into an 
its composition should be the same 
throughout.”

time. We were not reassured, writes

craft that was to be our bome for the 
day was already moored, having just 
come in from Poplar. It is a fact to be 
deplored that the fastest veasel in the 
world” does not belong to the British 


Navy, but to the Russian Admiralty; | as 


and this, surely, is a matter that needs 
explanation,

the keel to her last bolt, the vessel was 
built on the Thames. 

The Russian torpedo-boat destroyer, 


“Sokol "for that is the name of what 


the late Mr. P. T. Barnum would have 
called “the fastest ship on airth.“ 
waß fuming and snorting in mid-stream, 
Anxlous to be off, and «a curious craft 
she looked.

from general and specific causes covering a 
period of 250 years. His search of the 
records of England has been very thorough 
resulting principally in estimates of Len- 
don and Englieh counties. 

From hie tab es, simply arranged with 
heavy black columes, varying in length 
according to the percentage of mortality, 
itis shown that in London from 1640 to 
1079 the rate of mortahty from fevers alone 
was 875 per 100,000 persons, In 1888 it 
was bot 17, more than fifty times less. The 
reduction shows greatest between 1801 and 
1810, then a considerable decrease follows 
from 1831 te 1840, after which it remains 
about stationary through 1841 to 1871, 
showing slight change to 1888.

Of these, coal is the most important. 
In two widely separated parts of the 
country. the Maritime Provinces and 
the Rocky Mountain sections) lie vast 
coal fields, The principal coal fields of 
Nova Scotia are those of Cape Breton, 
Picton and Cumberland County.

In the Province of 
Quebec also iron is smelted in charcoal

Gold ranks in value third among the 
ucts of our mines, and, like coal, 
comes chiefly from the two extremities 
of our land, Nova Scotia and British 
Columbia.

are found large supplies of natural gas. 
The Dominion also possesses immense 
large supplies of excellent structural 
materials, granites, sandstones, lime- 
stones, sands and gravels, brick clays, 
materials forthe manufacture of cement. 
pottery, terra cotta. tiles, ete. The 
annual output of these has already a 
value of over $5,000,000, 
mineral deposits of the Dominion 
will be a permanent and continued 
source of wealth to the people of Canada. 
While the fur trade has greatly dimin- 


ished in value, and the timber supplies; 


of the Dominion are being rapidly de- 
stroyed, the mines and quarries of this 
country will year by year become more 
numerous, better developed, and more 
productive, and will always constitute 
one of the chief sources of our national 
wealth and prosperity.

HURLED T0 THEIR DEATH 


A STREET RAILWAY CATASTROPHE 
IN CLEVELAND. 


A Meter Car Pinnges Down an Open raw 
All the Passengers Killed—Pell inte a 
River~The Driver Milek the Stamal, 

A despatch trom Cleveland, Ohio, 
gan: A heavy electric motor car, con- 
taining between 20 and 30 passengers, 
went through the draw of the Central 

Viaduct at 7.45 o'clock on Saturday 

evening, and dropped 101 feet to the 

river below. Every passenger in the 
tar was killed. The Central Viaduct 
ia huge stilt bridge, 3,000 feet long, 
made of iron. It connecta the Heights 
and the prosperous residence section 
on the South aside with the business 
centre of the gity. Directly over the 
river is a drawbridge of the pivot 
swinging pattern, and this is 101 feet 
above the surface of the water. The 

South Side Street railway passes over 

the bridge. On either side of the

dle. The motorman applied the cur- 
rent, and the car shot forward and 
struck the gates with a crash. There 
Was only a moment's pause, and then 
the heavy car ground ita way through 
the wreckage and plunged over the 
brink into the black abyss, amid the 
screams and frantic struggles of the

ear struck the water with a great 
splash, and then there was silence.
